No one doubts thnt 
wo are on Iho eve of trouble, and those 
who understand tho situation look for 
mure nerions trouble even than that of 
last wuuk. The sheriff Is powerless. 
The governor docs not act. And yet 
this borough of 13,000 Inhabitants is 
111 the hands of a not of determined 
men. who propose 
to settle their 


dispute with Carnegie without outside 
Interference. They nmke their own 
laws and regulations and recognize no 
authority higher than themselves. Tho 
town ki under martial law and that not 
tho law of tho land. Armed guards 
patrol the streets night and day. Every 
approach to either the town or the 
works of the Carnegie Steel Co. Is 
guarded. Every stranger Is compoled 
to give a satisfactory explanation of 
himself and his business and If, there is 
any doubt us to his Identity he is 
escorted to the next outgoing train and 
warned that it will bo dangerous to re- 
turn.

The organiza- 
tion of tho 4,000 or moro members of 
the Amalgamated Association of Iron 
and 
Slcol Workers 
Is remarkable. 


Every man Is determined and word has 
been passed that they are In for tho 
fight of their life. They arc desperate, 
ami another force of Plnkortons need 
expect no quarter. Tho mill men will 
die or win If there is another battle 
and there Is every Indication here that 
there will be one nnd soon. 


The success of tho men in capturing 


tho Plnkertons last Wednesday, and in 
holding their ground since, lias given 
them an overgrown Ideas of their own 
importance. 


The local authorities nro powerless 


to restrain the men even were they so 
disposed. As a matter of fact thoy are 
with the mill men. The burgess of tho 
town, who IB the highest officer hero, is 
In sympathy with tho men. The regu- 
lar police, composed of n chief and two 
patrolmen, are with them. Twenty 
additional policemen have boon sworn 
In. They are not only with the mill 
men, but many of them are mill mon 
thrown out of work by the lockout. 
Some members of tho town council are 
lenders of tho strikers. 
Men who have 


served on Important committees in tho 
trouble, distributed ammunition last 
night when the i'lnkcrtons wore ex- 
pected. One of thes« men, who is a 
prominent citizen of Homestead, and 
who for obvious reasons requested that 
Uls name be suppressed, said: 


"We took ••are of tin- Plnkertons tho 


other day pretty well, but that will not 
be a circumstance to tho veiiptlon tho 
next lot will receive. 
We wore taken 


by surprise then, but wo nro ready 
now, and we cannot bo surprised. Our 
mon are well armed, and thoy know 
how to use their arms. Wo have plenty 
of ammunition and our men are des- 
perate. 
Homo of them are aching for 


an encounter. There arc plenty of rcl- 
j o s and friends of the boys who foil 
last Wednesday who nro thirsting for 
revenge. If tho Plnkertons como nr 
•cabs are put In the works they will 
get It." 


The hoadqiiarters of tho strikers is 


In a new three-story brick building on 
blub ground overlooking tho Carnegie 
works and within pistol shot of the 
celebrated fenco thnt surrounds tho 
mills. Prom the council room on tho 
third floor the movements of watchmen 
within the Carnegie grounds can be ob- 
served. 
At prcsont the strikers permit 


the few clerks and other employes at 
tho mills to pass in and out unmolested. 
But the works arc surrounded and are 
praotlcally In tho possession of the 
strikers. 


By refraining from placing guards 


within the works, the strikers claim 
there Is no excuse for intervention by 
•UiU troops, ani If tho militia put In 
an appearance tlierc in no telling what 
the result will be. The strikers hnvo 
sent their committee to see Oov. Pattl- 
•ou and to protest against tho presence 
of troops. Should tholr protest bo ig- 
nored and the troops be sent as an es- 
cort for nonunion men, there Is llttlo 
doubt but that the result will be a bat- 
tle. The men know thnt It Is a fight of 
life for their organization nnd that de- 
feat means th« loss of their homos and 
the starvation of tholr families. They 
are prepared for any emergency. They 
have now repeating rlHes, cannon and 
dynamite. The latter Is In the hands 
of the men experienced In Its use. If 
they decide to blow up tho Carnegie 
bridge from tho works to the other side 
of thr Monongaheln thoy will do It 
aven If a train load of Plnkertons 
ahould happen to be crossing at the 
time.

lief is firmly fixed In the minds of 
nearly everybody In Homestead that 
Plnlterton detectives are In town, ob- 
taining Information of some sort, and 
acting on this belief suspicion has in- 
creased to an almost Incredible degree. 
Every presumed Intimation of an un- 
sympathetic feeling 'or the cause of 
the lockednut men in resented; an open 
attempt to turn them from their pres- 
ent course would be dangerous. An 
illustration of this is

day. It was rumored during the after- 
noon that a New York newspaper, be- 
lieved to be friendly on personal and 
pecuniary grounds to the Carnegie side 
of th« trouble, had puWlshed an edi- 
torial not at all friendly to the locked- 
out. Shortly after this seven bundles 
containing several thousand copies of 
an edition of this journal arrived at 
Homestead.

ST. JOHN'S CALAMITY.! 


Fhe Tremendous Losses Entailed 


by the Groat Conflagration 


ESTIMATED AT TWENTY-FIVE MILLIONS 


Ten Thousand Persons Rendered Home- 


less—The Government Will Try to 


House the Destitute — World- 


Wide Proffers of Assistance. 


ST. JOHN'S, N. P., July 11.—It Is now 


estimated that the great fire which has 
been raging here has created a loss of 
property aggregating »25,000,000 and 
bas rendered 10,000 persons homeless. 
The ruins are still burning and the 
town is impassable. 


The government has taken measures 


to house the destitute in such few build- 
ings as remain. 


Many of the homeless are encamped 


In the fields. Messages of encourage- 
ment and promised relief are numerous, 
and come from all parts of the world. 
England comes bravely to the assist- 
ance, and President Harrison has tele- 
graphed promising help. 


All religious creeds are doing their 


best toward the relief of the unfortu- 
nate. The forest fires still rage. The 
Catholic ohapol at Klbride suburb, was 
burned Saturday, together with many 
farm houses. The men who have been 
fighting since Saturday morning are 
cutting fire breaks through the forest.

Local sportsmen are disposed to take 


n gloomy view of the outlook for sport 
iu the Illinois and Mississippi valleys 
this year. One ot the most enthusiastic 
declares that the heavy ruins and conse- 
quent floods have osneed a material de- 
crease in the number of feathered game 
ot different species. 
Quail nest and 


generally hutch between June 1 and 10. 
All the nests in in the neighborhood of 
the rivers and creeks have been Hooded 
and washed away and the eggs de- 
stroyed. There will be no first crop 
of birds in those localities. Wood- 
cock have about hatched their young, 
:md thousands of that variety have been 
drowned, Small numbers of wood and 
teal dnoks neet along the great water 
courses, and their eggs no donbt have 


n washed away and lost. Thousands 


of yonng prairie chickens, who were about 
M ily, have been destroyed by ,i foe more 
relentless than the sportsman's gun. 
The low lands and marshes of the Bangii- 
mon, the Illinois, the Okaw and the 
Vlississippi teemed with snipe at this 
,imo of the year, bnt as they have been 
nntil recently under water that species 
of game will not be available this year.
